ww’ 2. ‘The basic question of cartographic wtilization of sensitive TOP SECRET 
eeriel photography breaks down into threo inter-related problems:

It is felt that the potential value of this photography is such that 
immediate usage fie warranted, even at the cost of considerable 
inconvenience and some risk. A map or chart is seldom so good that 
substantial improvement cannot be made, and unfortunately, the more 
vitel the area the poorer the charts usually are, Cartographic deta 
requires months of work to put it into usable form. This work should 
be done as goon as possible, if adequate charta are to be available 
for advance planning and for operational use on D-day. 


In practice, it is almost impossible to separate cartographic sources 
materials and products from intelligence materials and products. In 
several joint programs such as the Air Target Materiel Progrem, the 
Amphibious Objective Studies, and the National Intelligence Surveys, 
4ntelligence and cartography go hand in hand. Close coordination 
will be necessary to insure that all information is in agreement,

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The Army Member indicated that their main use for data from the 
subject photography would be for intelligence studies and to 
provide generalized corrections for their wnelassified mediwa 
scale (1:1250,000) topographic sheets. No large scale usage vas 
forescen until after revision of the medium acale coverage, 
exsept for certain selected high priority arees. 


The Air Force Member atated that their primary usage would be in 
the Air Target Msteriel] Program, on medium and large scale 
classified graphics. A secondary use would be for revising 
their smali-seale (1:250,000) WAC eeriess information for this 
purposes would be taken from the revised Army topographic sheets 
mentioned above, 


The Navy's major use would probably be in the large and medium 
gcale classified graphics of such programe es the Air Target 
Materiel Progran, Amphibious Objective Studies, and Nationel 
Intelligence Surveys. Use of this material on unclassified 
nautical charts doea not appear warranted or feasible at present.

The comaittes agreed that final products showing the original 

Yew’ photography would effectively compromise the source, Transferring 
vital information from the protograph to a drefted graphic, 
however, will provide a sharp line of separation, if no reference 
is made to the source material, The graphic could then be used 
an routine classified source material, Under this methed of 
preessaing, only the personnel ectuslly transferring data from 
original photograph to drafted graphics would require special 
clearance and isolation. The Army ia reported to have an organisa~ 
tion of this type already functioning at the Army Map Service, It 
is feasible for the Nevy to set up such a unit at the Hydrographic 
Office, and the Air Force could set up a group aa required, 
probably in the Washington area, 


3. The following recommendations ars aubmitted: 


s, That utilication of thie photography be authorized for cartographic 
purposes. a ; 


be That the usage of the photography be in accordence with the expressed 
needs of the Services, aa detailed in poragreph 2b above.

That the individual Services set up, within the framework of 
their own cartographic organizations, and in proportion to their 
individual needs, isolated and properly cleared celle of 
technical personnels; that the photography be converted by these 
groups into drafted graphics bearing no indication of scurees 
and that these graphics, with an appropriate sequrity classifica~ 
tion basad on the amount of detail shown and on the suale, then 
be treated as routine source material,
